WHAT mV OF PLACE IS KANATA CITY? 

The place we live, Kanata City, is 72 km southeast of the capital in the flatlands of 
the Kanto region. We are positioned southwest in the Hidachi Prefecture. The city 
is 284.07 square meters and the main Sanzuse River runs through the center of the 
city and separates into the smaller Chino River Tributary. To the north is Mt. Akaba 
which is 887 meters tall. 



% THE START OF KANATA CITY 

It is said that people began to inhabit Kanata over 30,000 years ago*. Its name 
appeared on record during the Kofun period of the 5th century. 



The area around Kanata City is called Hidachi, which has become the name of the 
entire prefecture. There are two main theories as to the origin of the name Hidachi: 
one is that it derives from the kanji which means “the flames of war,” and 
another from the kanji 4tlfe"6, which means “the extinguishing of human life.” The 
fact that the ancient Yamato Ki ngdorrTused th i ^strategical ly beneficial flatland 
region of Kanata as the frontline for many.'of its^wars during the 5th and 6th 
centuries gives strong support to these two hypotheses. Since history is written by 
the victors (in this casef the Yamato clans), the lands beyond this strategic line were 
always considered to have been populated by barbaric savages (ie. the Ezo tribes.)

The southern region bordered by the Sanzuse River (on the Yamato Kingdom side) is 
called Konata [jtb;fr] and means “this side,” while the northern areas beyond the river 
are known as Kanata [®A], or “that side.” Akenuma no Saku [tUSH (or Red Swamp 
Line)] is so named due to the red swamps that used to exist in this region. It is also 
known as the Akenuma Line because forts were built to ward off enemies on the north 
side. In later times, the Yamato clans continued to expand northward, and Kanata [®A] 
became Furukanata (old Kanata)], and the new area was named Imakanata 

(present Kanata)], and the land beyond it Ima no Hate (the present end)]**. 

The arrival of Buddhism changed the world perspective of Kanata and intermingled 
with the old ways. The concept of life after death was introduced, and the Sanzuse 
River became the mythological river the dead must cross before entering the afterlife. 

The land of Kanata is known for one other thing. Shu [$k (crimson red)], in other words, 
red mercuric sulfide, which is used to create the red pigment known as vermillion, ran 
through the land. The aristocratic Akaike family mined this vein and used the resulting 
wealth to raise temples and further develop the land. 

As stated above, the city of Kanata was sandwiched between the Yamato Kingdom 
and the northern indigenous Ezo people. Unfortunately, the lack of written records 
from the Ezo tribes makes it difficult to discern their cultural history. There are many 
theories regarding the true nature of the Ezo tribes, some that even go so far to suggest 
they were an ethnic group of angelfolk. Based on existing artifacts and the historical 
records of the Yamato Kingdom, the Ezo have been portrayed mainly as hunters and 
gatherers. One theory suggests that the Yamato Kingdom completely conquered the 
Ezo people. The current consensus is that the Ezo gradually and peacefully assimilated 
into Yamato culture.
